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Prisoners Held Incommunicado 


Irrational Retaliation Against Political Prisoners Following Sept. 11 


Many of the federally-held political prisoners were - 


placed in administrative segregation following the 
attacks on September 11". While some have been 
released back to general population, several remain in 
the hole without any disciplinary charges. These are the 
instances we know about. 


Those still being held as of October 15, 2001: 

Sundiata Acoli at USP Allenwood PA - being held 
incommunicado including denial of access to counsel; 
Yu Kikumura at ADX, Florence, CO who is being 
restricted from all public information - no TV, radio, no 
sheets or blanket, one 12-minute phone call per month; 
Richard Williams at USP Lompoc. CA - all of his 
personal property has been confiscated including his 
address book. When allowed a 

non-contact visit with his son, it - 

was through bars, videotaped, 
while Richard was held in 3-point 
restraints. 


Others placed in the hole after 
Sept 11" but now released back 
into general population:

FCI Dublin, CA; Larry Giddings

On a personal level, what has happened to the prisoners 
is extraordinarily stressful. The health and well-being of 
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the prisoners is always at risk, subject to the whims of 


governmental agents. Being kept incommunicado is 


particularly unnerving. Then there are the extreme 


inconveniences and disruption of what little comforts | 


prison life affords. -When put in the hole a prisoner’s 
personal property is typically confiseated=some of it may 
be returned, some may not. A.cell change also often takes 
place involving loss of cell mates, beds and whatever 
other physical amenities that may have been acquired over 
time. 


This repressive attack on the part of the government 
clearly targets the political prisoners and distinguishes 
them as people who are doing time for political acts. It 
comes in a wave of an assault on civil liberties with the 
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prisoners ‘in the front lines. 
counsel in particular is unprecedented. Federal 
Regulations have recently been summarily approved to 
side-step attorney/client confidentiality. For more info

Reflections by Marilyn Kalman 


Pm in shock along with everybody else. New York is my 
home town. I am overwhelmed with horror and disbelief. 
September 12, 2001: I get calls from three different 
sources....Marilyn Buck was yanked from her cell and put 
in the hole. The callers want to know what I’m going do 
about it. 


It had already occurred to me that the government would 
“act out” against the political prisoners. I had also been 
fretting about a repressive backlash in general. The news 
about Marilyn brought it home. Here you have someone 
who’s been in prison since 1985 (now at the federal prison 
in Dublin, California). Whose mail and telephone 
conversations have 
; been monitored that 
entire time. A woman. 
i ae! Whose political be- 
liefs, social connec- 
tions and whatever 
other affiliations she 
may have (which have 
not only been moni- 
tored against her will

but which have pub- 
licly appeared in print 
in numerous different 
publications), are as 
far from religious fun- 
| damentalism as you 
can get. She is taken from her cell without warning, putin 
solitary confinement, all other prisoners are told they may 
not speak to her, she may not make any telephone calls 
including calls to her attorney(s), she may not send or 


receive mail including legal mail, she may not have any 
visitors....until further notice.

I’ve worked with Out Of Control and also done legal 
support work for political prisoners going on 15 years. 
I’ve gone to see folks in joints all across the U.S. For the 


first time I experienced a sense of personal vulnerability. 


Now I’m thinking it doesn’t matter that I’ m a lawyer. IF m 
going to get caught up in this backlash too. Me, my 


girlfriend, my friends, my family... may have to deal with 
some shit. 


I heard another lawyer was going out to the prison to visit 
her and thought Marilyn might get some relief. 
Unfortunately he was turned away. September 17, 2001 
I get a letter from Marilyn. It had clearly been opened .... 
The first time legal mail sent to my office was invaded. 
(Later I learned that the letter got out after Marilyn was 
put in the hole but just before there was an order 
restricting legal mail.) She wanted a legal visit. That was 


it. I knew I had to leave my personal stresses pama me 
and try to deal with the situation. 


After consulting with a couple other lawyers I contacted 
the prison at Dublin. I requested a legal visit along with 
attorney Liz Fink. I was referred to a laywer with the 
regional counsel for the B.O.P. She and I were on the 
continued page 4, col.

So much of this violence is carried out with 
weaponry provided by the United States and by - 
people trained at agencies like the School of the 
Americas. Even bin Laden was trained by the CIA 
during the Afghanistan war with Russia. | 

It is my belief that there can be no security, no end

OLSON PLEADS GUILTY 


Sara Jane Olson pleaded guilty October 31 to charges of 
attempting bombings of police cars by the Symbionese 
Liberation Army (SLA) in Los Angeles in 1975. Olson — 
explained in a press conference following her court 
appearance that she was innocent of the charges, but 
that in the aftermath of September 11, she felt she could 
not get a fair trial. : 


Following the press conference, Judge Fiddler called 
Olson back in court and threatened to rescind her guilty 
‘plea. In a meeting with the judge, Olson clarified her 
statement, reiterating that although she did not 
personally carry out the actions, she understood that 
assisting in any way made her legally responsible as 
well. Olson will be sentenced on December 7. She may 
be sentenced anywhere between five years to life. 


From the Committee to Free Lori Berenson 


Lori is appealing her recent conviction on charges of 
collaboration, and her sentence of twenty years in 
prison. Her lawyer believes her file will reach a five- 
judge panel within a month. The appeal is primarily 
based.on lack of evidence of guilt, but also indicates the 
numerous procedural violations of Peruvian law that 
occurred in her trial. 


Lori is a US citizen currently being held as a political 


_ prisoner in Lima, Peru. After serving nearly five years in 


harsh Peruvian jails, high in the Andes, her conviction 
of treason against Peru and her life sentence were 
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overturned. In June, 2001 she was cleared of ct arpes ai enman 
being a terrorist, but convicted of collaboration, and 

sentenced to twenty years in prison by a civilian 

terrorism court which, according to the US State 

Department “fails to meet international standards of 

openness, fairness and due process.” 


Animal Rights Activist Dies 


Animal rights activist Barry Horne, serving an 18-year 
sentence at Long Lartin high security prison in 
Worcester, England, died of liver failure after being on 
hunger strike. Horne had been sentenced in December 
1997 to what was believed to be the longest prison term 
for an animal rights activist after being convicted at 
Bristol Crown Court of causing damage costing millions 
of pounds to shops in arson and attempted arson 
attacks.

Leila Khaled: The 
SF Chronicle 
printed an 
extraordinary 
article on 10/30 
featuring an 
interview with 
Leila Khaled, a 
-heroine of the 
Palestinian 
struggle. In the 
article, Khaled 
denounces the 
attacks on September 11, but upholds the right to 
armed resistance. 





Khaled became known internationally in1969 when 
she participated in the hijacking of an Israeli airliner 
to bring attention to the Palestinian cause. — 
Passengers and crew were released unharmed. A 
year later, she was arrested during another hijack 
attempt, and was held for 28 days. She was 


Khaled, according to the Chronicle article, says Osama 
bin Laden does not represent the Palestinian cause. She 
states: “Bin Laden has no contacts with any Palestinian 
group - whether they are his national groups or Islamic 
groups. The ‘Palestinian i issue is important to Arabs and 
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~Muslins - that’s why he u used it. “But, | practically 
_ Speaking he hasn’t done anything for the Palestinians.” 


Khaled goes on to condemn the hijackers who brought 
down the World Trade Center and damaged the 
Pentagon. “I feel sorry for the innocent people who 
were killed on September 11... They were not involved. 
By comparison, when we hijacked planes, it was very 
well known that we wanted to keep the passengers and 
crews safe.” According to the Chronicle, Khaled 
distinguishes her actions from terrorism. “A terrorist, in 
my opinion does things just to bring harm to human 
beings with no political reason.” 


Khaled is a part of the Palestinian National Council and 


works for the Popular Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine (PFLP), which she describes as a Marxist 
Leninist group committed to a “just society, free from all 
forms of exploitation.”

This week, I just found out that Women in Black, 
another group of peace activists I belong to, is the 
subject of an FBI investigation. Women in Black is a 
loosely knit international network of women who vigil 
against violence, often silently, each group 
autonomous, each group focused on the particular 
problems of personal and state violence in its part of 
the world. Because my group is composed mostly of 
Jewish women, we focus on the Middle East, 
protesting the cycle of violence and revenge in Israel 
and the Palestinian Territories.

In Kucuk Armutlu, Northern Istanbul men and 
women are starving themselves to death to protest 
the Turkish governments prison policies. Since last 
fall, 40 politically motivated hunger strikers have 
died, choosing death by starvation as a weapon 
against a government that isn’t paying attention. 
And more will die, because “...four new teams, j 
comprising some 180. more'strikers, have joined the 
fast...which means the dying might continue into 
next summer or beyond, and the final toll could 
reach the hundreds.” (The New York Times 
Magazine, October 21,2001) 





There are many grievances against the Turkish 


“_..for the abandonment of (the) new generation of 
modern prisons in which inmates are housed in one 
or three-man cells and a return to the dormitory — 
style prisons of the past. Most of those who have 
died are current or former inmates serving time for 
political offenses. According to journalist Scott 
Anderson, there are an estimated 6,000 inmates held - 
under the 1991 Anti — Terror Law. Of these inmates, 
less than “...10% have been convicted of a violent 
offense, and more than half have yet to be convicted 
of anything...” Most of the strikers belong to an 
outlawed Communist group. 


1 
phone a lot over the next few days. She had already 
been contacted by five lawyers about Marilyn. She . 
told me that Marilyn’s lock-down resulted from "an 
investigation associated with the events of Septem- 
ber 11%." She said it was not a local decision. The 





order came from the U.S. attorney general and would 


"remain in force until further notice." The FBI was 
also mentioned. On Friday, 9/21/01, after some 
discussion about "Ms. Buck’s" constitutional rights, 
I mentioned the likelihood of legal action. She asked 
me to put the request for a legal visit in writing. By the 
middle of the following week she called me personally 
to let me know Marilyn had been released from 
solitary. Liz Fink and I were able to go see Marilyn on 
Thursday of that same week. 


I don’t have a clue as to why the FBI or the | 
Attorney General’s office or whoever, decided to let 
Marilyn out of the hole. (It should be noted that 
most of the other prisoners at Dublin. were outraged 
at what had been done to Marilyn.) Icould 
speculate why the justice department does what it _ 
does, but it would be purely speculation. I am glad I 
got past my own personal concerns. I’m not being 
too hard on myself either for the anxiety. The recent 
passage of the “terrorism bill” promises a new 
onslaught of repression, All the patriotic fervor 
has and will readily translate into repudiation of 
progressive and radical ideas. Activists need to 
keep stepping up to the plate and be prepared to 
deal with some backlash. There are community 
meetings happening around the country. The 
National Lawyers Guild has published a pamphlet 
entitled “Know Your Rights” which gives a basic 
overview of what to do if you’re contacted by the 
FBI or arrested.
